river Eſk, and Solway Frith. On the north by the Deucaledonian Sea. On the eaſt by 
the Britiſh or German Ocean, and on the volt by the Injh Seas, or more properly the At- 


lantic Ocean. The coaſt is much indented, and the land in ſeveral places nearly cut through 


by bays, gulphs, and rivers. The firſt of which form excellent harbours, and the latter 


abound with freſh water-fiſh. It is faid to contain 27,794 ſquare miles, and at leaſt 1, 500, ooo 


inhabitants, which is in proportion to England as 15 is to 52. It is divided into 33 counties 
or thires, 15 on the north of the Frith of Forth, and 15 to the ſouth of the ſame ; which coun- 


ties are ſubdivided in ſherifdoms, ſtewarties and bailiwicks. The air is far more temperate 


than could be expected in ſo northern a climate; however in the neighbourhood of ſore

mountains the air is keen and piercing for ncar nine months of the year. The ſoils of this 
country are various, and the vaſt inzqualities of the ground, though unfavourable to hulbandry, 
18 enchanting to the traveller for proſpects, which the new military roads promote. The 


water, as every where elſe, depends on the qualities of the foil it paſſes through, but it is 
generally better here than in more ſouthern climates, Minera waters are to be found almoſt: 


every where in the kingdom. The principal mountains are the Grampian hills, which run al- 
moſt the whole breadth of the kingdom; the Pentland hills, which run through Lothian 
and Joins thoſe of TI weedale ; Lanner Muir, which run nearly caſt and Weſt through 
Merſe ; and the Cheviot, or Teviot-hills on the borders of England. It has ſeveral fine 
rivers and lochs, ſome of which are not to be cqualled any where but in Ireland The rivers 
Forth and Clyde are joined by an inland navigation began in 1773, to the great advantage of 

the whole kingdom. Fir trees grow in great perfection here, and the Scotch oak, in the High- 
lands, are in great plenty. It formerly 15 ad gold mines, and at preſent it has coal, copper, and 


A lead mines, ſaid to be rich and produce ſilver. 1 hey have variety of minerals, and no coun- 


try produces a greater quantity of fiſh for home conſumption or forcign inarkets ; alſo black 


_ cattle which produce excellent beef. It exports great quantites of 3 lead, coals, ſalmon, 


linen, worſted and thread hoſe, &c. It has vaſt quantities of Daniſh and Roman antiquities, as 
wellas Druidical monuments. The herring hinery is very extenſive and profitable; and their 
iron founderies, and linen manufactures, are arrived to great perfection; and ſeveral other ma- 


2 nufactures make great advances to maturity; among whom may be reckoned the carpet, ſtock- 


ing, ilk Saure, &c. It has five univerſities, viz. St. Andrews, Glaſgow, New and Old Aber-

borders of England. It is bounded on the South by the Tweed, which divides it from Rox- 
burghſhire and Northumberland; North by the Firth of Forth, and Haddinotonfhires ; Wet! 
by Peeblesſhire and Edinburghſhire ; and on the Eaſt by the Britiſh or German Ocean. 
Templeman, who divides it into Mers and Lauderdale, makcs it 30 miles long and 16 broad, 
to which diviſions the editor of Camden adds Lammer-Muir. Mars is a pleaſant low country, 


open to the ſun, ſecured from ſtorms by Lammer-Nuir, and fruitful in corn, pulſe, and hay. 
Lammer Muir is a great tract of hills on the north ſide, 16 miles long and 6 broad, feeding 


great quantities of ſheep and cattle, though abounding with moſs, &c. Laudercal lies on each 


fide the water of Lauder, abounding with pleaſant vallies, hills and woods, producing good 
corn and paſture. This ſhire has 2 pre{byteries, and 35 parithes. The principal places arc: 
Dunſe, Eymouth, Colſtream, Greenlow, Eyton, Coldingham, Chirnſide, Erſilton, Lauder, 


Preſton, Gordon, and Cockburnſpath. It abounds with both river and fea fiſh, and is populat 
and fertile. It is the ſouth eaſt ſhire of the kingdom, being parted from Berwick by the 


Bound rod. Its principal rivers are the Tweed, Lauder Water, Dy Water, White Water, 


Blank Water, and Eye Water. 


RO x 3 UV RO HH. 


ORMERLY called TEVIOTDALE, is bordered on the eaſt by Northumberland: 
South-eaſt by part of Cumberland; South and South-weſt by Dumfriesſhire ; North- 
weſt by Selkirkſhire ; and North by Berwickſhire. It is fruitful in paſture and corn, eſpecially 
oats, and abounds with ſheep, horſes and black cattle. The moſt confiderable of its mountains 
are Cork-row, from which runs a tract of hills, weſt, dividing Scotland from England, in many 


places impaſſible. Here are many ancient feats of the nobility. On its borders are theſe called 
the Debatable lands, that were formerly claimed by the borderers of each nation; but judged to 


the Scots by King James VI. In this ſhire are great remains of Roman encampments, and 
a military Roman way. The towns of chief note are Jedburgh, Kelſo, Hawick, Melroſs 
and Roxburgh. It extends 30 miles in length from Eaſt to Weſt, and 15 in breadth; and is 


Divided into Teviotdale, Liddeſdale, Euſdale and Eſkdale. It has plenty of lime and free- 


ſtone. Through this county is the new road from Edinburgh to Newcaſtle. Its principal 
rivers are, the Tweed, and Tiviot, with the Ale, Bothwick, Rule, Jed, Beaumont, Kail, 
Ednam, Liddle, and Kerſthorp waters; which abound with tih. | 
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HIC H is alſo called the ſheriffdom of ET RICK FOREST, from the river which 


runs through it, which with the Yarrow, the Tweed, and Gallo-water, are tlie chief 


rivers, and from its formerly being covered all over with woods. It is bounded on the North 


and North-weſt by Peeblesſhire, and North by Edinburghſhire ; on the Eaſt by Roxburgh- 


ſhire and part of Berwickthire ; on the South by Roxburghſhire and part of Dumfries- 


ſhire ; and on the Weſt by part of Dumfriesſhire. Its mountains feed great flocks of theep | 
and black cattle, and the valleys on the rivers produce much corn and hay. The chief places 


are Selkirk, Philiphaugh and Gallaſhields, Its chief manufactures are ſhoes and boots. Tr 
is the ſcat of a preſbytery, and has 11 pariſhes. Its chief town is Selkirk.

NTIEN T LX called TW EEDALE, from the river that runs chroveh it. It is 
bounded on the Eaſt by Selkirk-ſhire; on the North by Edinburghſhire ; Weſt by 
Lanerkthire; and South by Dumtriesſhire ; and, according to Templeman, contains 308 
quare miles, is 28 miles, long, and 18 where broadeſt. The climate is temperate and the 
air clear. Its numerous hills verdent, and feed great quantities of ſheep, and its vallies fruit- 


ful in oats, barley and paiture, which feed great numbers of black cattle, yielding cheeſe and 


butter. It has ſeveral rivers which fall into the Tweed, which produce plenty of fine ſal- 

mon, as does Weſt-water Loch, eels, &c. in ſuch abundance in Angus, that during the weft 

winds, has overturned the people that catched them. Lochgenenen falls from a precipice 

250 paces high. Its chief mountains is Braidalb, from whence may be ſeen the ſeas on 

each ſide the iſland. This county yields lime-ſtone, &c. with every neceſſary of like. 1 
hief manutaCtures ; are ſnoes and thread, Its chief town is Peebles. 
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{AT HICH includes Annandale and Niddiſdale; it is bounded on the North by 

part of Airſhire, Lanerkfhire, Pecblesthire and Selkirkfhire : on the WVeſt by 
Selkirkſhire and Roxburghſhire; on the South by the Solvay Firth; and on the Welt by 
Kirkcudbright ſtewarty; extending about 50 miles in length and 30 in breadth. Euſdale is 


the moſt eaſtern diviſion, and divided from Annandale. by Eſkdale. Annandale hes on the 


banks of the river Annan which runs through the middle of the county and falls into the 
Solway Firth, after a courſe of 27 miles. This diviſion is a ſtewarty, abounding with paſture 
and pleaſant woods, is about 24 miles long, and 14 broad. Niddiſdale or Nithdale receives 
its name from the river Nid, that paſſes through it and runs into the Solway Firth ; 


this is the weſtern divifion, abounds in paſture and arable lands, produces abundance of 


corn, and ſome woods and foreſts ; gold has been found in fome of its brooks after great 
rains. Its chief rivers are, the Eſk, Annan, and Nid. Its chief towns are, Annan and Dum- 
fries. | It has no manufactories, but for ſalt; yet carries on an extenſive commerce.

HIS diftria, and the ſtewarty of Orkney and Shetland differ only from the ſhires in 
the title of the chief officer, who is here called ſtewart, as in others ſheriffs. This 
diſtrict beſides Kircudbright is called Lower Galloway, and divided into Mid Galloway and 
Eaſt Galloway, It is bounded on the South by the Iriſh Sea and Solway Firth; and on 
the Eaſt and North-eaſt by Dumfriesſhire; on the North-weſt by Airſhire, and the Weſt 
by Wigtonſhire, from which it is divided by the Water of Cree. It extends 43 miles in 
length from Eaſt to Weſt and 32 in breadth ; having an area of 510 ſquare miles. It is 
almoſt one continued heath, except a very few groves of trees, yet vaſt herds of cattle are 
fed here, as well as large flocks of ſheep. Its chief town is Kirkcudbright.

K Ur PER GALLOWAY, it extends from the Wa ater of Cree on the E. whit! 
divides it from Kircudbright ſtewarty, to the Iriſh Sea, on the Welt ; - on the

South, but 1s much indented by Loch Ryan on the North, and the Bay of Gleriiuts on the 
South. Itis a hilly country, and fitter for cattle than corn. The inhabitants chiefly employ 
themſelves in fiſhing both in the ſea and rivers, of which it has ſeveral, It breed: Zreat 


quantities of cattle, and has ſeveral good harbours on the coaſt. This is the moſt we fern 


diſtrict in the kingdom, and runs out with a peninſula fo far into the Iriſſ. Sea that Ireland 


may be ſeen from it, as plain as Calais from Dover; as alſo Cumberland, the Iſle of Man, 


& c. The chief towns are Wigton, Port Patrick, Stranrawer, Caſtle Ken. dy, Gleulufs, 


and Whitberne, or Whitchorn.

W HOSE ſub-divifions are Kyle, Carrick and Cunningham. It is bounded on the 
Weſt by the Firth of Clyde; on the South by Wigtonſhire ; South-eaſt by Kir- 
cudbright ſtewarty; Eaſt by Dumfriesſhire; North-eaſt by Lanerkſhire; and North by 

Renfrewſhire. It contains 1024 ſquare miles, 795 of whom are in the bailerics of Kyle and 
Carrick, and 229 in Cunningham. Kyle is the middle diviſion between Carrick on the 
South, and Cunningham on the North. It carries on a conſiderable herring fiſhery. In 
this county is a conſiderable lake called the Dun, 6 miles long and 2 broad, with an 
iſland in it, and on the water running from this lake is a bridge of one arch go feet wide. 
The land is fruitful and well cultivated, feeding much cattle, and is watered by ſeveral rivers, 
the principal of which are the Stineher, Girven, Air, Dun, and Irwin. "The chief towns 
Are, Air, Girvan, Ballantire, Saltcoats and Kilmarnock. The ſub-diviſion of Kyle is again 
ſeparated by the river Air into King's Kyle, and Kyle Stuart; the latter of which is under 
the Prince of Wales. Carrick gives one of the titles to the Prince of Wales. 
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HIS has for many years been called a barony, becauſe it was the paternal eſtate of the 
e Stewarts, before they were advanced to the throne of Scotland, and at preſent gives the 
title of Baron to the Prince of Wales. It is bounded on the South by Airſhire; on the Eaſt 
by Lanerkſhire, and on the North and Weſt by the Clyde river, which divides it on the Weſt 
from Argyleſhire and on the North from Dumbartonſhire ; extending 30 miles from North 
to South, and 13 where broadeſt from Eaſt to Weſt. It is watered by ſeveral ſmall rivers, 
the chief of which are the White- cart and the Black-eart, which unite and fall into the Clyde. 
That part near the Clyde is fruitful and pleaſant, with but few eminences ; but that to the 
South, South-weſt, and Weſt, is more barren and mountainous. It enjoys a healthful air, 
and abounds with all neceſſaries of life. Its principal towns are Renfrew, Paiſley, Greenock, 
and Port- Glaſgow. Its chief manufactures are linen, gauze, lawns, &c. Near Paiſley 1s 3 
ſpring which ebbs and flows with the tide, yet ſituated many miles from the {ca.

It is near 24 
miles where broadeſt and about 16 in the narroweſt part, and 40 long; and divided into 


the Upper and Nether-ward ; the one called the ſhire of Lanerk, and the other the barony of 


Glaſgow ; the one hilly, heathy, and fit for paſture ; and the other level, and proper for corn. 
The principal rivers, all of which riſe on the ſame hill, are the Clyde, which runs into the 
Frith of its own Name, and the Annan, both of which runs into the Iriſh Sea; alſo the 


Tweed, which falls into the German Ocean; beſides which, the Firth of Clyde is joined to 


Firth of Forth by a canal for the benefit of navigation and trade. It abounds with coal 
and limeſtone ; has ſome lead mines, and abundance of Lapis Lazuli is dug up here. 
The chief towns are Hamilton, Lanerk, Rutherglen and Glaſgow, the latter of which is 
the moſt flouriſhing town in Scotland, both in manufactures and trade to foreign parts, 
Ihe manufactures are woolen cloths, thalloons, cottons, muſlins, lawns „gauzes, nails, carthen- 
ware, dittillery and ſugar refining. 
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O WE g T L 0 T H Al N, iS dovinded on the North by the Firth of Forth; on the 


Eaſt and South-eaſt by Mid Lothain; on the South-weſt by Lanerkfhire ; and on the 


Weſt by Stirlingſhire; extending about 14 miles in length and 13 in breadth, In general 


it is pleaſant, abounding with corn and paſtures, and producing coals, limeſtone, iron and

"iter of a lake near Linlithgow is remarkable for bleaching. In this county Adrian or 
Severus's wall began, which extended acroſs this part of Scotland.

R MID LOT HAIN, the principal county in North Britain, both on account f 
its fertility, and containing the capital. It is bounded on the Eaſt by Haddingtonſhire, on 
the South-caſt by Berwickſhire, on the South by Selkirkſhire and Peeblesſhire, and part of 
Lanerkſhire; on the Weſt by Linlithgowſhire, and on the North by the Firth of Forth; ex- 
tending about 21 miles in length; and in ſome places 16 or 17 broad, but in others not 
above 6 or 7. It yields corn of all forts, with plenty of paſture; and 1s abundantly furniſhed 
with all neceſſaries, particularly coal, ſtone, limeſtone, and a ſort of black marble ; and not 
far from Edinburgh is a copper mine and ſtone quarries.

Here are ſev eral convenient harbours, with the ach vantage 
of ſome fiſhing towns. This country may be reckoned as fruitful, rich, and pleatant, 4 
any in Scotland; or indeed, as moſt in England.

They are reckoned about 99 in number, and are 
faid to contain an area of 609 ſquare miles, but they are not all inhabited, fome being uſed 
for paſturage of ſheep and goats. Their ſoil is better than th :ofe of Zetland; the erincigal 
ones are South Ronaldſha, Swina, Hoy, Bura, Lambholm, Flotta, Faira, Cava, Gramfſay, 
Capinſhay, Strapinſhay, Damſay, Stronſa, Papa Stronſa, Sanda, North Ronaldſha, Eda, 


Roulay, , Wire, Garſay, Egleſha, North Fair, Weſtra, Papa Weſtra, and Pomona or 
Main- And the chief iſland. They.are nearly alike as to their productions, VIZ. in oats, 


barley, wild fowl, venſon, fiſh, &c. but have no wheat. Between Pentland irt and 
Swina, are two Whirle-pools, and the Firth has 24 tides. Their chief produce is grain, 


pPlack cattle, ſwine, ſheep, butter, tallow, ſalt, rabbits, ſeals, otters, with vaſt quantities 


of down and feathers, and an immenſe quantity of fiſh, eſpecially herrings. The in- 
habitants live to a great age. There are few trees but heath, Juniper, wild t Kc. The! 


| chief town is Kirkwall! in Pomona. 


SHET LAND, or ZETLAND Iſles, are about 46, beſides 40 Holmes, which only 
produce paſture for ſheep and goats; and above 40 rocks. They are ſituated 21 leagues 
North-eaſt from North Ronaldſha one of the Orkneys, in the midway between Norway 


on the Eaſt, and Hudſon-bay headlands Weſt : About 26 are inhabited, the reſt only 


feed cattle, The principal one is Mainland, 60 miles long 20 broad, whoſe chief town is 


Lerwick : alſo Braſſa, the Skerries, Burray, Walls, Yell, Fitlar, Fula, Papa-Flour, and 


Unſt the moſt Northern of all. Their chief produce is herrings, and other fiſh, corn and 
cattle ; here are alfo otters, ſeals, whales, fea-fowls, eagles, &c. and they export great quan- 
tities of feathers. They make coarſe cloaths, ſtockings, &c. and extract great quantities of 
oil from their fiſh. For 8 months of the year they are almoſt loſt in darkneſs, and in June 


and July, little or no night. In Braſſa e 18 always the rendezous of the Dutcla
